__ it, againft its confiftency with Right, with 
National Liberty, with the Conftitution of 
Britain, and the like ; Moré might be faid 
to it ——— But to blame the Severity of 
Laws, agiinft chofe that would fubvere: our. 
Conftitution, . overturn:our ‘Settlement, 
deftroy out, Soveraign,. make void our Pro- 
. teftent Succelfion, and unravel the Revo- 
‘Iution 5 What. can be too fevere for fuch. 
Crimes, and in fuch a Government ? 

1 begin therefore with the Government, 
againft whom this Crime is to be commit- 
ted ; is it not a-Government founded upon. 
Right, form’d as the Confequence of Na- 
tional Liberty, and that fublifts purely as 
fach aGovernment, whofe very Being con- 
fifts in, and is. kept alive by the Doétrine 
of National Liberty, asd can fubfift no 
longer than the Libercies of the Subjects 
are ypheld ? —-—--Some People have fug- 
gefed igh Church Principles, and a Tory 
Adminiftration, as.

To this I anfwer; By the fame Account 
given-above of our Conftitution, while cur 
Princes ftand upon the Foot of the Revo- 
lution, this cannot be; ic is the Effential 
of the Revolution Doétine, .That the 
Prince muft Rule by Law-———— That the 
Liberty of the Subjeé&t muft be preferved 
——— That when it is iavaded, you may 
pull down the Invader, and you muft do 
fo, or you will not be faithful to your Coun- 
try, your Families, or the great Example 
of thofe who left the Conftitution in your 
Hands fetled by the Revolution,and handed 
down to you in truft for your Pofterity. 

Upon the whole, a Government thus E- 
ftablifh’d, thus‘ Founded, thus Fortify’d 
with Law, and Supported by Liberty: No 
Severity can be too great to treat thefe 
with, who fhall appear to be guilty of con- 
triving its Deftru€tion, and therefore this 
Law of Treafon feem to be liable to the 
leaft Obje@ion. 

Bat after all, it feems to. me, and I be- 
lieve, if things were exa@ly compar’d toge- 
ther That the making the Laws in 
Scotland the fame with the Laws in England 
in Cafes ‘of Treafon, is not encreafing the 
Severity. —~That,all.
